“Army patrols opened fire with 
light machine guns and - rifles.

Commission of not paying rent for 
those on the relief rolls. Hoffman 
volunteered to lead a delegation to 
call on Proctor Carter, assistant 
State administrator of the commis 
sion in charge of the St. Louis of- 
fice, to renew demands that rent 
be paid, The appeal to the WPA 
for emergency direct relief will be 
accompanied by a demand for more 
WPA jobs. No number was men- 
tioned. 

Mrs. Walter F. Koken, widow of 
a cosmetics manufacturer who 
spoke “as a member of the middle 
class interested in the labor move- 
ment,” urged those at the meeting 
to organize for the presentation of 
the demands of those in need.

Many Basketball Coaches and 
Officials Figure Game Under 


New Rules Is “Too Strenuous

Dec. 23.—While agreeing that elimination of the 


center jump speeds up action and appeals to spectators, many basket- 
ball coaches and officials believe the innovation involves physical 
hazards for the players, especially in small colleges and high schools 


lacking reserves. 


Those coaches and officials op- 
posing the new rule on the grounds 
it puts too much physical exertion 
on the players were the most out- 
spoken in a nation-wide survey con- 
ducted by the Associated Press. 

Pro and Con. 

Supporters of the change empha- 
sized it puts a premium on good 
physical condition and produces a 
fairer test of playing strength, be- 
sides giving spectators more ac- 
tion. They point to the elimination 
of advantages gained by a team 
possessing an unusually tall center 
and cite the better-balanced compe- 
tition now, with possession of the 
ball going to the team scored upon. 

The comment of Howard Cann, 
coach at New York University, was 
typical of those opposed to the new 
rule because of its speed require- 
ments. 

It's still early in the season, but 
already two of my men are five 
pounds underweight,” said Cann. 
“It simply is too strenuous for the 
players. I've noticed the last five 
minutes of a game usually are wast- 
ed because of the players’ physical 
exhaustion.” | 

Joining him in apprehension for 
the players, unless. a school is 
blessed with plenty of reserve ma- 
terial, were: George Keogan, Notre 
Dame; Bowser Chest, one of the 
South’s leading officials; Dr. F. C.

“It literally calls for running the 
insides out of players,” said Friel, 
to which Rotchford added: “It’s too 
tough for the boys. It is bound to 
have after-effects.” 

Dana suggests alternating the 
center-jump and throw-in, while 
Allen would have the players jump 
in rotation after a basket to elim- 
inate the advantage of a tall cen- 
ter. 

The new rule means you need no 
good men, alternating teams, to 
keep up with the wearing pace,” de- 
clared Mundorff. 

Chest and Walsh, a New Jersey 
high school principal, fear it will 
burn out school boys before they 
reach college. New York public 
schools already have taken steps to 
give longer time-outs between quar- 
ters. McGrath suggests the Rules 
Committee limit each player’s play- 
ing time. 

“The rule attempts to dictate 
what kind of boys shall play the 
game,” said Max Hannum of Car- 
negie Tech.

MOSCOW, Dec. 23. — Prof. Otto 
Schmidt, scientist in charge of So- 
viet Polar explorations, estimated 
today that the four Russians. 
camped on a drifting floe in the 
Arctic would remain there until 
April, perhaps as late as May, be- 
fore being taken off. 

We are ready if an emergency 
should make urgent help neces- 
sary,” Schmidt said.. He pointed 
out that four planes are stationed 
at Rudolf’s Island, Arctic base in 
the search for the missing trans- 
Polar flyer, Sigismund Levanevsky, 
and his companions. 

Schmidt said any danger of the 
floe breaking up on the coast of 
Greenland was past. The Toa, 
since establishment of the camp 
near the North Pole last May 21, 
has drifted about 560 miles to the 
southeast and the explorers have 
reported sighting Greenland’s moun- 
tainous northern coast. 

The floe now is expected to drift 
eastward away from Greenland., 
thick ice along the shore serving 
as a buffer and preventing the floe 
from getting nearer the northern 
sea route, Schmidt said. 

“Papanin’s group will continue 
their scientific work in the Green- 
land Sea,” Schmidt said. “They 
want to stay as long as possible 
to complete their work, which is 
based on a program of a year. 

“By April or May the ice floe 
should be in the southern part of 
the Greenland sea between 75 and 
78 latitude. In the spring, the ice 
will become thinner and the ice- 
breaker Yermak will be able to ap- 
proach the floe or enter that re- 
gion. In the latter case, contact 
would be made by plane from the 
Yermak.”

E are grateful for your editorial, “A 
Word for the Landlords,” dealing 
with the State's indefensible relief policy 
of the last few months, particularly as it 
fails to make provision for the payment 
of rent for the unfortunate citizens of St.

It is certainly clear that the people of 
Spain are not behind Franco with anything like 
the unanimity he claims. Since he holds two-thirds 
of the country, he could speedily finish the job 1 
popular support were with him.

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War by Referendum 


From the Christion Science Monitor. 


HE Ludlow war-referendum plan is en- 

tirely negative. It does nothing to eradi- 
cate the causes of war, nothing to shoulder 
the nation’s responsibility in the world com- 
munity or to its own citizens and interests 
abroad, and nothing to maintain its own 
self-respect or the prestige necessary to a 
useful and wholesome influence in the fam- 
ily of nations.. These are some of the af- 
-firmative. requisites of a lasting peace with 
justice and honor, 

Recent events in the Far Hast, including 
the sinking of the. gunboat Panay, exempli- 
fy the fact that-incidents can arise far out- 
side the borders of the United States which 
affect gravely its interests and its standing 
as a supporter ot international law and 
order, In such: circumstances, it is impor- 
tant that the executive department of the 


Government be able to act with promptness 


and speak with authority. 

It ig true that a President can place the 
country in @ position from which Congress 
can find no escape except by war under the 
present system, but this would remain true 
‘were the people to take the place of Con- 
‘gress in a referendum. The main effect of 
the requirement of ‘a referendum would be 
to tie the hands of a conscientious executive 
until actual invasion had taken place, and 
to hamper restraining diplomacy and prepa- 
rations for defense. 

Charles I. Faddis, Representative from 
Pennsylvania; points out that “the enemy 
may. decide not to invade at all, but rather 
to destroy ghipping and harry commerce in 
and out dur ports.

HILDREN would not shock us 

with bad manners at times when 

they embarrass us the most if 
they were reared among people who 
had good manners and used them 
as a matter of custom and habit, 
Children copy the manners of those 
they live with, those they see often- 
est. The every-day speech, man¢ 
ners, habits of the family, more par- 
ticularly the adult family, are 
adopted and practiced by the chil- 
dren. And they stick for life. The 
manners adopted in later years are 
a veneer certain to crack under the. 
strain of the unusual. In times of 
emergency the oldest habit is the 
strongest and comes out first. If 
it is a good habit, so much the bet- 
ter, but if it is a bad one, so much 
the worse. It comes to the front 
and has its way in spite of all the 
years that have intervened. You 
cannot rear a child in the at- 
mosphere of rudeness, crudity, gen- 
eral coarseness and expect to have 
him courteous and gentle and well- 
bred.

Dear Mrs. Post: 

OW large is a tea to 
H for a hostess to ask friends 
to pour instead of presiding at 
the tea table herself? And how 
large must a tea be before it seems 
proper for her to have waiters to 
serve the tea and refreshments? 
Will you explain about these points. 
Answer: She would pour tea in 
her own living room for as many 
as 20 or possibly more than that. 
For from 25 up to possibly a hun- 
dred or even over, the deputy hos- 
teases would sit at the table and 
pour for her. If she is having as 
many as a hundred and beyond that 
up to any number, then it is better 
to engage a caterer who not only 
provides waiters but also oversees 

the service. 


Dear Mrs. Post: Is a water ket- 

tle at a tea party necessary? If 
one has no water kettle decorative 
enough to stand on the tea tray, is 
it very much out of place to bring 
hot water in from the kitchen? I 
would like to have a tea for about 
15 people and have no water kettle, 
which is why I am asking you 
about its importance. 
Answer: It is impossible to pour 
tea properly without water boiling 
in a kettle. If a hostess has no 
very big kettle of her own, perhaps 
she can borrow one from a friend, 
As every tea connoisseur knows, 
water that is not actually boiling 
hard when it is poured over tea 
leaves makes tea that tastes like 
the essence of hay. And yet, on the 
other hand, tea can brew a long 
time in the teapot and hot water 
be added to a small amount of it 
poured into the cup, so long as the 
water poured on the tea leaves was 
really boiling. If you can not sup- 
ply boiling water, I think it would 
be better to serve coffee or ehoco- 
late instead.
